Some 
who fell on Korean soil have been 
returned home to sleep beneath 
their native soil. There will be 
military tributes at Jefferson B ar­ 
racks and at other cemeteries here 
for more than 100 Korean dead, 
and over the state there are 400 
new graves for those who died in 
battle against the Communists. 
For them, and for all our soldier 
dead, we would say with Pericles: 
“Each one, man by man, has 


won imperishable praise, each has 
gained a glorious grave—not that 
sepulchre of earth wherein they 
lie, but the living tomb of ever­ 
lasting remembrance wherein their 
glory is enshrined, rem embrance 
that will live on the lips, that will 
blossom in the deeds of their coun­ 
trymen the world over. For the 
whole earth is the sepulchre of 
heroes; monuments may rise and 
tablets be set up to them in their 
own land, but on far-off shores 
there is an abiding memorial that 
no pen or chisel has traced; it is 
graven not on stone or brass, but 
on the living heart of humanity.

GIVES STEPS FOR PERFECT 
MEAT STEW 


For a dish with real hc-nwm 
proportions many people will ngm* 
it’s a meat stew. This first of the 
years a good time to review tIn­ 
steps of preparation for the U-st 
serving. The method of making 
stew known as “cooking in liquid" 
is the same as for larger cuts oi 
meat such as a beef tongue, corned 
beef, picnic shoulder and smoked 
shoulder butt. 
When cooking in liquid, the moat 
may or may not be browned. It’s 
up to you whether you want a 
light or a brown stew, points out 
P.eba Staggs, well known meat 
cookery expert. But browned or 


not, season the meat with salt and 
pepper, then cover it completely 
with liquid. Next, closely cover 
the heavy utensil in which the 
meat is to cook. Then let it slowly 
simmer until tender. Never allow 
the meat to boil. This makes it 
strlngly and dry. 
It's best to add the vegetables 
to the meat just long enough bc- 
fore the end of cooking so they will 
be tender. If over-cooked they lose 
part of their nutritive value, as 
well as shape and color. For the 
stew, remove the cooked meat and 
vegetables and thicken the liquid 
for gravy. Return the meat and 
Vegetables to the gravy or serve 
them separately for a platter stew.

Change in Pattern

During the month of May, as 
we approach the summer solstice 
and the sun climbs ever more di­ 
rectly overhead, there is a con­ 
stant change in the pattern of the 
landscape from sunrise until sun­ 
set. Once the sun is well up, but 
especially ac mid-day, shadows fall 
directly beneath the objects which 
cast them. It is as though the colors 
had been put to sleep and during 
these hours there is little contrast 
in the green of the fields or the 
forested cover on the mountains. 
Viewed at mid-day from the van­ 
tage point of high ground, the 
whole 
countryside 
takes 
on 
a 
smoothness that is quite deceptive 
and there is no sharp definition 
from one range of hills to the next. 
In early morning or late eve­ 
ning, fiowever, the scene is en­ 
tirely different. During these hours 
the slanting rays accentuate color 
and the play of light and shadow. 
Coming home from Ironton the 
other evening, just before the sun 
went down, we had the distinct 
feeling of entering some magical 
Shangri La. Before us lay the 
whole sweep of the valleVj with 
Buford Mountain flanking-the east 
boundary and the farms running 
away wester ward to the high hills. 
Now the deep green of wheat fields 
was easily distinguished from the 
lighter gray green of bearded bar­ 
ley, rippling in the wind. Each 
larmehouse, 
surrounded 
by 
its 
sugar maples, was softened and 
idealized by the late afternoon 
light. And on the mountainsides, 
the colors were almost as bright as 
autumn, from pale misty yellow of 
the late-ropening oak leaves to the 
black of the cedars. 
As ’we turned down our lane I 
browght the car to a halt. Before 
us in the road, hardly 20 feet away, 
were three quail; two cocks and a 
hen, as might be expected at this 
season. The cocks were quite ob­ 
viously competing for the favors 
of the lady and were so intent in 
making a brave display that they 
paid no attention to the car. Or 
perhaps they realized that with the 
cover of the multiflora hedge near­ 
by, they were in no danger. We 
watched them awhile and then 
I leaned out the car window and 
whistled softly. All of them stopped 
still as statues, then turned their 
heads to search for this new bob- 
white. And finally, with a puzzled 
air, they moved slowly across the 
road ditch toward cover. Elach 
time they stopped it became dif­ 
ficult to see them, so perfectly did 
they blend into their surroundings. 
We’ve been amazed, as the nest­ 
ing season approaches, by the ob­ 
vious comeback of our bobwhites. 
The peak year in our quail popu­ 
lation at Possum Trot was 1950, 
when 14 broods were counted on 
the farm and we went into the 
winter with 11 coveys. The two 
com- j seasons which followed were both 
bad for hatching; the first because 
many nests drowned out and last 
year because the drouth hurt the 
nesting cover. In early autumn we 
located five coveys, though only 
two or three of these were still 
on the farm when the season open­ 
ed in November. We’d simply been 
forced to graze the whole farm so 
hard, not excluding the fenced-out 
wildlife patches, pounds and wood­ 
lands, that there was little food or 
cover left for the birds.

Experience during the hunting 
season proved what we expected; 
that our quail had moved out into 
the wild lands surrounding the 
farm. In the timber on the moun­ 
tains, where there had been no 
grazing, they found enough food 
and cover to keep going. But the 
coveys were smaller than usual, 
indicating a small hatch or possible 
higher loss to predation. So we con­ 
fined our hunting to working old 
Mike, cut our limit from five to 
three birds and then shortened the 
season to three weeks. Some out­ 
side hunters who come into the 
area were less conservation mind­ 
ed and in January we found coveys 
with only four and five birds left. 
The mild winter, however, gave 
the quail a break and the survival 
rate, by our observation, was un­ 
usually high. 
It was during April that we 
niticed the quail moving back into 
their haunts of other years, appar­ 
ently with the remnants of some 
coveys having joined others, since 
we flushed several bunches con­ 
taining six or seven birds. Now 
they have, for the most part, pair­ 
ed off and there is seldom a time 
during the early morning hours 
when we can’t hear cocks whistling 
from every quarter of the farm. 
Nesting cover, on a grassland farm, 
is seldom a problem. At least there 
plenty of it at this season and 
the only danger is that some nests 
may be destroyed when the first 
hay is cut. If the mowing date can 
be delayed until after June 5, in 
our part of Missouri, most of the 
early broods will have hatched. 
It is sometimes said that the 
plow is the worst enemy of the 
bobwhite; a statement which is 
at

over-simplification. 
Actually quail thrive in association 
with cultivated land if the method 
ol cultivation makes proper provi­ 
sion for their needs.

which leaves no cover in the fence 
rows, poor farming which runs the 
.fertility downhill, these destroy 
quail habitat with the necessary 
nesting cover, 
year-round 
food 
supply and winter protection. Poor 
h a t c h i n g seasons and severe 
winters with more than the usual 
quota of ice will cut the quail 
numbers and survival. Predation is 
a factor, yet with good cover con­ 
ditions is less important than many 
sportsmen and farmers believe it 
to be. After living throughout the 
years with our bobwhites, I’d say 
that gun pressure, habitat and 
weather—with a strong emphasis 
on gun pressure—are the control- 
ing factors in quail populations. 
The wonder is that they survive 
as well as they do.

HOSPITAL SHIPS for Civil War wounded provided emergency care 
and nursing by women volunteers.

The soldier in Missouri at the 
beginning of the Civil War had 
little choice of hospitalization if 
a bullet nipped him or if he fell 
victim of one o.t the epidemics 
which swept the army camps. 
In 1861, the battles of Carthage 
and Wilson’s Creek occurred be­ 
fore measures had been taken to 
care for the sick. The wounded 
men were sent in jolting horse- 
drawn 
ambulances 
and 
wagons 
from the field to Holla and thence 
by rail to St. Louis. 
The first hundred were taken to 
the “New House of Refuge Hospi­ 
tal,” which consisted mainly of 
bare walls, damp floors, and an 
empty 
kitchen. 
Long 
trains 
of 
wounded continued to arrive, al­ 
though there was no room for them 
in the hospitals, no clothing, no 
stores of food or medicine, and no 
surgical 
corps. Confronted with 
appalling conditions, Missourians 
began to organize to meet the need.

On the fifth of September, 1861, 
general Fremont created the West­ 
ern Sanitary Commission to pro­ 
vide for the soldiers. It establish­ 
ed military hospitals and appointed 
women nurses under the direction 
of Miss Dorthea Dix. A few days 
later, a large, five-story “General 
Hospital” 
was equipped 
in 
St. 
Louis, and this and the five others 
which soon followed were rapidly 
filled by the wounded from the 
battle of Lexington and the p u r­ 
suit of Price. 
Hospital cars, probably the first 
used in America, with berths and 
cooking facilities, were built and 
supplied with nurses by order of 
General Fremont. Blankets, sheets, 
pillows, shirts, bandages, canned 
fruit, 
and 
stimulants 
from 
the 
Commission soon were to be found 
at the bedside of the soldier. 
At the suggestion o.f the com­ 
missioners, the Union governm ent 
in 
March, 
1862, 
chartered 
the 
steamboat, City of Louisiana, furn­ 
ished it with bedding, sanitary 
stores, surgeons, and nurses, and 
used it as a floating hospital. Its 
immediate success led to the out­ 
fitting of others, with all the ap- 
pliances of hospitals on land.

Korean truce talks at almost the 
same time Sen. Taft was saying 
last night: "We might as well for­ 
get the United Nations as far as 
the Korean War is concerned.”

The White House w’ould not talk 
about any subject related to that 
question. 
"I am not going to elaborate on 
the President’s statement,” Press 
Secretary James C. Hagerty re­ 
plied to questioners at his news 
conference. 
Hagerty added there would be 
no White House comment on the 
Taft remarks which w’ere in a 
speech read for the senator in Cin­ 
cinnati. Taft himself is in a Cin­ 
cinnati hospital for a checkup. 
Eisenhower’s comments were in 
a statement which the White House 
said was issued to clear up un­ 
specified misunderstandings. They 
were a quick follow-up, whether 
intentionally or not, to a semifor­ 
mal complaint from South Korea 
that the latest Western proposal 
for peace terms in that country 
are ‘‘completely unsatisfactory.” 
Eisenhower aimed especially at 
the issue of forced repatriation of 
prisoners, as demanded 
by the 
Communists. He said there will be 
no abandonment of the principle 
that no prisoners will be driven 
home against their will. Taft did 
not make any point of that issue. 
Should Negotiate 
He said: "I think we should do 
our best now to negotiate this truce, 
and if we fail, then let England 
and our other Allies know that we 
are withdrawing from all further 
peace negotiations in Korea.” 
Taft said he still believes in the 
U. N., but not as an effective 
means to prevent aggression. He 
said it is mainly a means of deter­ 
ring* and preventing war through 
peaceful persuasion.

And on the mountainsides, 
the colors were almost as bright as 
autumn, from pale misty yellow of 
the late*opening oak leaves to the 
black of the cedars. 
As we turned down our lane I 
brought the car to a halt. Before 
us in the road, hardly 20 feet away, 
were three quail; two cocks and a 
hen. as might be expected at this 
season. The cocks were quite ob­ 
viously competing for the favors 
of the lady and were so intent in 
making a brave display that they 
paid no attention to the car. Or 
perhaps they realized that with the 
cover of the multiflora hedge near­ 
by, they were in no danger. We 
watched them awhile and then 
I leaned out the car window and 
whistled softly. All of them stopped 
still as statues, then turned their 
heads to search for this new bob­ 
white. And finally, with a puzzled 
air, they moved slowly across the 
road ditch toward cover. Rich 
time they stopped it became dif­ 
ficult to see them, so perfectly did 
they blend into their surroundings. 
We’ve been amazed, as the nest­ 
ing season approaches, by the ob­ 
vious comeback of our bobwhites. 
The peak year in our quail popu­ 
lation at Possum Trot was 1950, 
when 14 broods were counted on 
the farm and we went into the 
winter with ll coveys. The two 
seasons which followed were both 
bad for hatching; the first because 
many nests drowned out and last 
year because the drouth hurt the 
nesting cover. In early autum n we 
located five coveys, though only 
two or three of these were still 
on the farm when the season open­ 
ed in November. We’d simply been 
forced to graze the whole farm so 
hard, not excluding the fenced-out 
w ildlife patches, pounds and wood­ 
lands, that there was little food or 
cover left for the birds.

Experience during the hunting 
season proved what we expected; 
that our quail had moved out into 
the wild lands surrounding the 
farm. In the timber on the moun­ 
tains, where there had been no 
grazing, they found enough food 
and cover to keep going. But the 
coveys were smaller than usual, 
indicating a small hatch or possible 
higher loss to predation. So we con­ 
fined our hunting to working old 
Mike, cut our limit from five to 
three birds and then shortened the 
season to three weeks. Some out­ 
side hunters who come into the 
area were less conservation m ind­ 
ed and in January we found coveys 
with only four and five birds left. 
The mild winter, however, gave 
the quail a break and the survival 
rate, by our observation, was un­ 
usually high. 
It was during April that we 
nit iced the quail moving back into 
their haunts of other years, appar­ 
ently with the remnants of some 
coveys having joined others, since 
we flushed several bunches con­ 
taining six or seven birds. Now 
they have, for the most part, pair­ 
ed off and there is seldom a time 
during the early morning hours 
when we can’t hear cocks whistling 
from every quarter of the farm . 
Nesting cover, on a grassland farm, 
is seldom a problem. At least there 
is plenty of it at this season and 
the only danger is that some nests 
may be destroyed when the first 
hay is cut. If the mowing date can 
be delayed until after June 5, in 
our part of Missouri, most of the 
early broods will have hatched. 
It is sometimes said that the 
plow is the worst enemy of the 
bobwhite; a statem ent which is 
at

over-simplification. 
Actually quail thrive in association 
with cultivated land if the method 
of cultivation makes proper provi­ 
sion for their needs. It is poor land 
use, not the plow, which cuts the 
quail population.

which leaves no cover in the fence 
rows, poor farming which runs the 
.fertility downhill, these destroy 
quail habitat with the necessary 
nesting cover, 
year-round 
food 
supply and winter protection. Poor 
h a t c h i n g seasons and severe 
winters with more than the usual 
quota of ice will cut the quail 
numbers and survival. Predation is 
a factor, yet with good cover con­ 
ditions is less important than many 
sportsmen and farm ers believe it 
to be. After living throughout the 
years with our bobwhites, I’d say 
that gun pressure, habitat and 
w eather—with a strong emphasis 
on gun pressure—are the control­ 
ing factors in quail populations. 
The wonder is that they survive 
j as well as they do.

One of the first questions asked 
by veterans who have served since 
the outbreak of conflict in Korea 
is; “How’ do I get my mustering- 
out pay?” 
Since that question is one of the 
most pressing ones at the moment, 
mustering-out payments, unem­ 
ployment compensation and job- 
finding assistance will be outlined 
first. 
An important aspect to remem­ 
ber is that mustering-out pay, un­ 
employment 
compensation 
and 
job-finding arc not administered 
by the Veterans Administration. 
The VA can provide only general 
information concerning these sub­ 
jects at the Regional Office, 415 
Pine Street. 
These benefits are administered 
by the Armed Forces, the State 
Division of Employment Security 
and 
the 
Veterans 
Employment 
Service. For any question relating 
to employment, the veteran should 
contact the Veterans Division of 
his local State Employment office. 
The Missouri State Employment 
Service Office is located at 1709 
Locust Street, in St. Louis. 
Q. After World War II most 
veterans received mustering-out 
pay. Do present veterans receive 
the same benefit? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Who is eligible? 
A. Those who have an honorable 
discharge granted on or after June 
27, 1950, and those who have been 
a captain or less in the army, air 
force or marines, or a lieutenant 
or less in the navy.

For 
those with less than sixty days ac­ 
tive duty, $100.

A veteran eligible for less than

gram may receive those payments 
plus enough GI bill unemployment 
pay to bring his weekly total up 
to $26. When his payments under 
the former program run out, he
